Bitter Impasse 


NEW YORK (UPI)—The bitter 
East-West deadlock over the fate 
of Berlin remained unbroken to­ 
day despite an exhaustive cold 
war conference between Secretary 
of State Dean Rusk and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
on this and other explosive issues. 
Rusk found, during a lon| ses­ 
sion with Gromyko Thursday aft­ 
ernoon. no “give” in the tough 
Russian demands aimed at forc­ 
ing the United States and its Al­ 
lies out of West Berlin. The ses­ 
sion lasted four hours and 25 min­ 
utes. 
Gromyko made it clear, too. 
that at the United Nations the So­ 
viet Union intends to press to the 
limit its drive to change the ex­ 
ecutive structure of the world or­ 
ganization to give the Commu­ 
nists a veto over all its opera­ 
tions.

Debate on Red 
China Ready 
UNITED NATIONS. N.Y. (UPI) 
—The General Assembl; . with the 
question of seating Communist 
China before it for die first time 
since 1950. opens its annual policy 
debate today. 
The assembly's Steering Com­ 
mittee. with United States approv­ 
al and against opposition of the 
Chinese Nationalists, voted late 
Thursday night to put the ques­ 
tion of China's representation on 
its agenda. 
For 10 years since 1951. but 
with majorities that dwindled from 
the second year, the assembly had 
bowed to U.S. insistence that it 
shelve the China question for the 
duration of its session. This year. 
Washington. 
recognizing 
th e 
shrinking majority for that pro­ 
posal and increasing demands for 
a China debate, did not offer the 
"moratorium” proposal. 
While the assembly moved into 
its annual general debate, a proc­ 
ess expected to consume three to 
four weeks, efforts went ahead to 
select an interim successor to the 
late Secretary General Dag Ham- 
marskjold. 
An informal committee of 13 
non-committed countries was re­ 
ported in the closing stages of 
drafting a resolution to fill the 
post.

The violence came as the United 
States bolstered the U.N. force in 
the Congo with four big multi­ 
engine transport planes. The air­ 
craft will be used for airlifting 
of men and supplies within the 
Cpngo. 
Tho Bentral Congolese govern 
ment in Leopoldville also was re­ 
ported considering sending its 
own troops into Katanga Province 
if the shaky cease-fire breaks 
down. 
Several hundred Baiubas came 
into town on foot and on bicycle, 
armed with pangas, axes, sticks 
and even some guns. They con­ 
verged on one of the biggest food 
stores, but were quickly dispersed 
by Katangese police who bruised 
a few heads and ribs with swing­ 
ing clubs 
Although police had no trouble 
breaking up the Baluba crowds 
today, observers feared a concert­ 
ed food march on Elisabethville 
would take heavy machine guns 
to halt. 
The situation otherwise was gen 
orally quiet in Elisabethville to­ 
day. But the U.N. and Katantese 
forces still were in barricade po­ 
sitions with fingers on the trigger. 
It would take only a spark to 
start the battle all over gain. 


Nikita Says 
Berlin War 
Catastrophe 
BERLIN (UPI)—Soviet Premier 
Nikiia Khrushchev warned the 
West today any war over Berlin 
‘¡aj&ld mean an atomic world 
catastrophe.” 
He expressed determination to 
sign a German peace treaty. 
He said in a message to a left- 
wing leader conference meeting in 
East Berlin that a German peace 
treaty “is as necessary as it is 
unpostponable." 
Khrushchev repeatedly stressed 
the threat of war in his message. 
"As answer to our proposal to 
sign a peace treaty the Western 
powers threaten a war that under 
conditions t o d a y unavoidably 
would mean an atomic world 
catastrophe.” 
Khrushchev’s latest comments 
on the German and Berlin issues 
came after the Communists had 
blamed Jack Paar's television 
show for the removal of East Ber­ 
liners from their homes along the 
divided city border. It also fol­ 
lowed disclosure by the Reds that 
they have incorporated their big 
border police force into the regu­ 
lar army. 
Khrushchev called on the work­ 
ers of Western nations to empha­ 
size their determination to avert 
war. 
He said the Soviet proposal to 
grant Germany a peace treaty 
and convert West Berlin into a 
"free, demilitarized neutral city” 
would not damage any nation and 
would help lessen tension and 
safeguard peace.

Sand Study 


The Palm Snrings Planning De­ 
partment and Department of Pub­ 
lic Works are joining in a study 
of possible ground cover to keep 
the natural desert sand on th e 
ground. 
The study, asked by the City 
Planning Commission for the Oct. 
4 meeting, follows a series of dis­ 
cussions with John 0. Dean, U.S. 
Department of Agriculture so i I 
conservationist. The talks w e r e 
held after repeated complaints in 
May that winds whipped tons of 
sand into yards and houses in 
north and eastern sectors of Palm 
Springs 
Criticism had been leveled at 
developers and individual h o m e 
owners that native cover was be­ 
ing scraped from the sandy soil, 
releasing a month-long blast of 
sand during spring winds 
Richard Coleman, citv planning 
director, told The Desert Sun that 
Dean had recommended coordinat 
ed measure to keep vegetation cov 
er or crushed rock in place over 
sand, and erection of fences de­ 
signed to control the sand blow 
"Solid fences on the windward 
side, and open fences on the lee 
side to allow trapped winds to es­ 
cape are two recommendations 
made by Dean.” Coleman said. 
The soil conservationist also em­ 
phasized that grass starts, even if 
the grass subsequently died, would 
create a mat to hold sand in 
place. 
Other recommendations included 
councilmanic action to require rap­ 
id paving of streets in new subdi- 
sions. plus restrictions on removal 
of vegetation by subdividers be­ 
fore actual construction time.

Gen. Walker 
May Testify 
At Inouiry 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Maj. 
Gen. Edwin A. Walker, who was 
ousted from his Army command, 
may testify at the Senate inquiry 
into charges the Pentagon has 
muzzled anti-Communist views of 
military officers. 
Chairman John C. Stennis, D* 
Miss., of the special investigating 
subcommittee, said he would not 
rule out an appearance by Walker, 
who asked Thursday to be heard 
by the senators. 
Stennis said that Defense Secre­ 
tary Robert S. McNamara and 
Arthur Sylvester, assistant de­ 
fense secretan,' for public affairs, 
also probably would be called as 
witnesses. 
The subcommittee staff was di­ 
rected to start making'immediate 
preparations for the hearings, ex­ 
pected to begin late this year. 
Stennis said he thought the in­ 
quiry would end early next year. 
Wralker w’as removed from com­ 
mand of the 24th Division in Ger­ 
many and admonished on the 
ground that he tried to influence 
servicemen's votes in the I960 
elections. He has been granted 
leave to return to this country. 
Stennis said his armed services 
subcommittee would have to de­ 
termine how the Walker case fits 
into its general investigation be­ 
fore deciding whether to allow 
him to testify. 
“ I don’t w'ant to prejudge the 
Walker case.” he said, ‘i t could 
be a major part of the hearings. 
I don’t rule it out.” 
Stennis said the inquiry would 
cover three major phases: Censor­ 
ship of speeches and writings; 
t r o o p indoctrination; and the 
teaching of civilians by the mili­ 
tary. 
“ My idea is to conduct a very 
serious and what I call a semi­ 
judicial inquiry and study to be 
conducted in an atmosphere of 
calm .” he said. 
Stennis said he hoped to avoid 
any “contest of personalities” be­ 
tween Sen. Strom Thurmond, D- 
S.C.. who demanded the investi­ 
gation. and McNamara, or be­ 
tween Walker and McNamara.

Ac­ 


tually if the Creosote is watered, 
cared for and trimmed frequently 
it can be attractive and useful. 
Misnamed Greasewood by many 
people, even some oldtmters.
